Prohibiting the Importation of all Wines of the Growth ofthe Canary Iſlands, and all [further Trade 
and Commerce with the ſaid Iſlands, and the Inhabitants thereof, until His ele 
Pleaſure ſhallbe further known.

ee Dereas the Trade of the Canary-WWines was heretofo2e carriedon with much benefit and advari- 
92 to Our 7 dy a great Uent and Expoꝛtation of the Natibe r Ma⸗ 
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Trade, and of their extraozdinary and unſeaſanable reſozt unto the ſaid Pſlands, with an unuſual number 
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ae Hes with ti Samillhment of Our Conlul, and the gzincipal Factoꝛs out 
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them with ſuch ſeverity, That all Our Engliſh Merchiits lately reſiding in thoſe Jflands, are quite turned 
off the ſaid Pflands, and fozced to leave their Eſtates behind them, to their utter ruine. We therefoze derp⸗ 
ly relenting theſe injuries done to all Dur loving Subſects, and reſolving not to ſuffer the Indignities offer- 
ed to Our Self, have thought fit by the advice of Our Council, to Declare, and do hereby Publiſh and De- 
clare Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, That no Mines noꝛ any other Commodities of the Gꝛowth, Pꝛodu⸗ 
ction; 02 Manufacture of the Canary Jflands, noꝛ any other Merchandiſe w ever from thence, ſhall at any 
time hereafter be Impoꝛted into this Our Kingdom, 2 into any other of Our Kingdoms and Dominions, 
until Our Pleaſure ſhall be further known, upon pain c fozfeiting all the Wines, Commodities, and Mer⸗ 
chandiles ſo Impoꝛted, and of incurring the utmoſt Penalty which can be inflicted upon the wilkul Con⸗ 
temners of this Dur Royal Command. And Me do hereby Charge and Command all and every of Our 
loving Subjects, of what degree and condition ſoever, as well in this Our Kingdom of England, as in any 
other of Our Kingdoms oꝛ Dominions, That they pꝛelume not to continue any Trade oz Traffique with any 
of the Inhabitants of the laid Jflands, noz to have any further Commerce with them, oꝛ lend any Ship oꝛ 
Ships thither, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils. And all Merchants and Commanders of 
Ships now in Poꝛt, and Outward bound fo the ſaid Jflands, oꝛ any of them, are hereby Commanded 
not to p2oceed in luch their Uoyage, upon pain of Out utmoſt Diſpleaſurz. And we do hereby ſtraitly 
Charge and Command all Farmers, Collectozs, Waiters, and Officers of Our Cuſtoms, and all other Our 
Officers and Miniſters whatloever, That they pꝛelume not to ſuffer any Wines ok the Gꝛowth of the ſaid 
Canary Jflands, 02 any other Commodities oz Merchandiſe belonging to any of the Inhabitants of the ſaid 
Iſlands, 02 coming from thence foꝛ the account of any other perſon oꝛ perſons whomloever, to be Landed at 
any the Poꝛts of this Dur Kingdom, oꝛ any other of Dur Kingdoms oz Dominions, until Dur Pleaſure 
herein ſhall be further known, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils.
